LICENSING CONDITIONS IN SUBJECT OF 
IMPORT OF EQUIPMENT AND SERVICES 
UNDER THE Y^N CREDIT LOAN NO. ID-P.53 
FOR YEN 11.114 BILLION FOR IMPLEMENTA¬ 
TION OF THE GHATGHAR PUMPED STORAGE 
PROJECT OF MAHARASHTRA GOVT. (IRRI¬ 
GATION DEPARTMENT) EXTENDED BY 
THE OVERSEAS ECONOMIC COOPERATION- 
FUND (OECF) OF JAPAN 

Section I—General Conditions 

I (i) The Yen Credit of 11.414 billion extended by 
the Overseas Economic Cooperation Fund of Japan 
(OECF) for financing the import requirements of 
the Ghatghar Pumped Storage Project of Maharashtra 
Govt. (Irrigation Dcptt.) is untied in favour of Japan 
and developing countries including India. Accordingly 
the goods and services to be procured under the 
credit can be .procured from Japan and all countries 
(including Lidia) enumerated in the list at Annexure 
I which will be eligible source countries under the 
credit. 

I (ii) Import Licence(s) under the Credit can be 
issued only fur such items and for such value as have 
been specifically cleared by the. DGTDjCG committee. 
The value of import licence(s) issued under this 
credit should not exceed Yen 12,555 billion (CIF). 

Tlie rupee value of the import licence shall be 
determined with reference to the Exchange rate noti¬ 
fied by the Department of Revenue (Customs) and 
prevailing on the date of issue of the import licence 


and indicated in the body of the import licence(s) as 
per para 2 of the Public Notice No. 78-ITC (PN)|74 
dated the 6th June, 1974, issued by CCI&E, 
which also enjoins that the Customs Authorities and 
the authorised dealers in foreign exchange will make 
debits to the value of the licence(s) at the exchange 
rate specified on the import licence(s). The licence 
will bear the superscription “Japanese Yen Credit No. 
ID-P.53". The first and second suffix to die licence 
code will be “Sj.TC”. This will also be repeated in 
the letter from CCI&E forwarding the import licence 
to West Bengal State Electricity Board which should 
be endorsed to the Ministry of Finance, Department 
of Economic Affairs, (Japan Section). 

I (iii) Import licence(s) can be issued only in 
favour of Irrigation Department of Maharashtra on 
CIF basis. 

1 (iv) Depending on the convenience of importer 
more than one import licence may be issued under 
tins credit, but the total value must not exceed Yen 
12.555 billion (CIF) as specified at (ii) abuve. 

1 (v) The cxlcnsion of the validity of the import 
licence may on application by importer, be granted 
uplo a further period of 12 months. Any request for 
further extensionjissue of a fresh licence ma v be re¬ 
ferred to the Dcptt. of Economic Affairs (Japan 
Section). 

I (vi) Imports to be financed under the Credit are 
restricted to the list of goods and services attached to 
the import licence, duly attested by the licensing 
a»tboritics. 

I (vii) No remittance of foreign exchange will be 
permitted against the import licence. Any payment 
towards Jndian Agent's commission should be made 
in Indian Rupees to the agents in India. Such pay¬ 
ments, however, will form part of licence value and 
will, therefore, be charged to the licence. 

I (viii) Firm order must be placed on FOB[C&F 
basis on the Overseas supplier located in the coun¬ 
tries mentioned in Annexure-I and sent to the De¬ 
partment of Economic Affairs (Japan Section) within 
4 months from the date of issue of the import licence. 
Insurance charges will be payable in India in Indian 
Rupees. "Firm Orders” means purchase orders plac¬ 
ed by the Indian Licenses on the Overseas supplier 
duly signed by the latter or purchase contract duly 
signed by both the Indian Importer and the overseas 
supplier. Orders on Indian Agents of overseas sup¬ 
pliers and]or order confirmation of such Indian Agent 
are not acceptable. 

I (ix) This condition of the placement of contracts 
within 4 months period will be treated as not having 
been complied with unless complete contract docu¬ 
ments reach the Ministry of Finance, Department of 
Economic Affairs (Japan Section) within four months 
from the date of issue of the import licence. If firm 
orders as explained in para I(viij) above cannot be 
placed within four months for valid reasons, the 
licensee should submit the import Iknce to the con¬ 
cerned licensing authorities giving reasons why or¬ 
dering could not be completed within four months, 
Such requests for extension in the ordering period 
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will be considered on merit by the licensing autho¬ 
rities who may grant extension upto a further maxi¬ 
mum period of 4 months. If, however, extension is 
sought beyond 8 months from the date of issue of 
the import licence such proposals will invariably be 
referred by the Licensing authorities to the Depart¬ 
ment of Economic Affairs, (Japan Section), Ministry 
of Finance, North Block, New Delhi, who will con¬ 
sider such extension on the merits of each case and 
communicate their decision to the licensing autho¬ 
rities for communication to the licensee. Only on 
production by the licensee of a letter from the licens¬ 
ing authorities sanctioning such extension will the 
authorised dealers and departmental authorities per¬ 
mit the facility of letter of authority for the establish¬ 
ment of letter of credit, acceptance of deposits of the 
rupee equivalent, etc. in respect of supply contracts 
entered into under the import licence, 

I (x) All payments must be completed within 4 
months from the expiry of the import licence. Indivi¬ 
dual payments must be arranged upon shipment of 
goods. The contract should provide for payment on 
cash basis i.e. on presentation of shipping documents. 
No credit facility of any kind will be permitted to be 
availed of by the Indian importer from the overseas 
supplier. 

The contract should provide for the period of deli¬ 
very of goods as follows : 

“.Months after the receipt of Letter 

of Credit but to be completed latest by the 
end of. 

In fixing the terminal date for shipment it should be 
noted that this date should not be beyond 31-12-1992. 

Section II—Special points to be kept in view while 
negotiating a supply contract. 

II (i) The FOBJC&F value of the contract should 
be expressed in Yen (Fraction of Yen should be 
omitted) and should exclude Indian Agent's com¬ 
mission, if any, which should be paid in Indian 
rupees. 

In no circumstances the contract value should be 
expressed in Indian rupees or in any other currency. 
The purchase order and the supplier’s order confir¬ 
mation should be in English only. 

II (ii) Procurement of all goods and services to be 
financed out of the proceeds of the loan shall he 
made in accordance with the guidelines for procure¬ 
ment under the loan with the following supplemental 
stipulations : — 

(a) In ease of procurement of goods and ser¬ 
vices of value estimated to be not less than 
500 million Yen. 

(i) Prior approval of OECF shall be obtained 
if it is proposed to adopt procurement 
procedure other than the Open Inter na¬ 
tional Tendering with Prequalification, 
submitting to OECF an application for 
approval of procurement method. 


(ii) Prior to issuing a notice of award lo suc¬ 
cessful bidder, the application for ap¬ 
proval of award with bid evaluation re¬ 
port shall be submitted to OECF for re¬ 
view and concurrence. Alongwith the 
above application for approval of award 
and bid evaluation the tender documents 
etc. will also be submitted to OECF for 
its reference. 

(b) In case of procurement of goods and ser¬ 
vices of value estimated to be less than 
Yen 500 million prior approval of OECF 
is not required for award of contract. How¬ 
ever, if OECF requests, the tender evalua¬ 
tion reports etc. will be submitted to OECF 
for its review. 

(c) Consultants shall be employed in accor¬ 
dance with OECF Guidelines for Employ¬ 
ment of Consultants. But prior approval of 
OECF shall be obtained to the following 
documents :— 

(1) Terms of Reference. 

(2) Short List of Consultants. 

(3) Letter of Invitation. 

(4) Evaluation Report including Summary 
Evaluation Sheet. 

(d) The application!documents mentioned in (a) 
(i), (a) (ii), (b) and (c) above will be sub¬ 
mitted by the importer to Deptt. of EA-, 
in duplicate, for submission to OECF. 

ll(iii) The payment to the overseas supplier should 
be arranged through an irrevocable letter of credit 
to be opened by the Bank of India, Tokyo in .heir 
favour under the OECF Yen Credit (Projecl Aid) 
No. 1D-P.53 for 1988-89 the details of which are 
given in Section VII below. 

II (iv) Only one contract should be entered into 
against the import licence. In exceptional cases, more 
than one contract may be permitted to be entered 
into, for which prior approval of the Department of 
Economic Affairs (Japan Section), Ministry of 
Finance, should be obtained soon after the date of 
issue of the import licence. 

TI (v) Eligibility of Supplier. 

The supplier shall be nationals of the eligible 
source countries, or jurisdical persons incorporated 
and registered in eligible source countries and which 
have their appropriate facilities for producing or pro¬ 
viding the goods and services in the eligible source 
countries and actually conduct their business there. 

II (vi) Permissible imports from non-eligible 
source countries. 

Financing of goods which contain material: origi¬ 
nating from a non-eligible source country or countri¬ 
es may be made, provided that the Imported portion 
is less than fifty per cent (50 per cent) of the price 
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per unit of such products in accordance with the 
following formulae :

Supplier’s FOB Price 

(In ca'-e of Indian Supplier, Ex-factory price shall 
he adopted) 

II (vii) Declaration in Contract 

The following declaration as to the eligibility of 
the goods and supplier, signed and dated by the sup¬ 
plier, shall be added to each contract. 

“I the undersigned, hereby certify that the goods 

to be supplier are produced in-(name of 

eligible source country). 

I the undersigned, further certify that to the best 
of my information and belief, the portion imported 
from the non-eligible source countries is less than 
fifty per cent (50 per cent) in accordance with the 
following formula :

Supplier’s FOB Price 
(Where applicable Ex-factory Price) 

“I, the undersigned, hereby certify that-

Section HI—Conditions to be incorporated in the 
supply contracts 

III (i) The following provisions should be specifi¬ 
cally embodied in the supply contract : 

(a) The contract is arranged in accordance with 
the Loan Agreement between the Govern¬ 
ment of India and the Overseas Economic 
Cooperation Fund of Japan (OECF) dated 
15th December, 1988, concerning the Yen 
Credit No. ID-P.53 (Project Aid) for 
Ghatghar Pumped Storage Project. 

(b) Payments to the Supplier shall be made 
through an irrevoacablc letter of Credit to 
be issued by the Bank of India, Tokyo, 
under the Loan Agreement No. JD-P.53 
dated the 15th Dec,, 88 between the Gov¬ 
ernment of India and the Overseas Econo¬ 
mic Cooperation Fund of Japan (OECF). 

(c) the suppliers agree to furnish such informa¬ 

tion and documents as may be required 
under the Yen Credit arrangements by the 
Government of India on the one hand and 
the OECF on the other. 

(d) Certificates (triplicate) in the forms indi¬ 
cated in II (vii) above. 


(e) In case the supplier is located in Japan, the 
supply contract should contain a clause 
that the Japanese Supplier agrees to make 
shipping arrangements in consulatation 
with the Embassy of India, Tokyo and that 
for this purpose he would keep tire Em¬ 
bassy of India, Tokyo, informed of the 
delivery schedule of the goods involved and 
notify the Embassy of India ntleast si t 
weeks in advance of the shipping required 
so that suitable arrangements could be 
made. In exceptional cases, where the 
Indian Importers require it, this period of 
notice may oe reduced. The Japane se sup¬ 
plier should ulso agree to send a cable 
advice to the importer after ^uch shipment 
giving the necessary details and a copy 
thereof should be sent to the Embassy of 
India, Tokyo. 

Section IV :—F,cview of Contract by OECF IV 
(i> within Stipulated period for placement of firm 
orders the liccncee should forward 4 copies of the 
contract duly, signed by both the importer and the 
supplier supported by order confirmation in writing 
by the supplier or their photocopies complete in all 
respects, together with two photocopies of the rele- 
gant and valid import licence and two copies of the 
"Request for issue of E.A,” in the form in Anne- 
xurc II to the Department of Economic AiTairs. 

IV (ii) The above procedure will also apply to alt 
contract amendments causing essential modifications 
to the contents of the contracts or in its price. 

IV (iii) The Ministry of Finance (Deptt. of E.A.) 
Mill send Notice of conclusion of contract alongwith 
a copy oF the contract to OECF for its review. A 
copy each of the Notice will also be sent b/ Depart¬ 
ment of E.A. to Embassy of India Tokyo and Office 
of CAA&A alongwith one copy each of "Request for 
issue of L.A." and photocopy of import iiccncce. 

Section V—Payment to the Overseas suppliers—- 
Letjer of Credit Procedure 

V (i) On receipt of the Notice of Conclus’on of 
contract and contract document from the Ministry 
of Finance, Department of Economic Affairs, the 
CAA&A, will issue a letter of authorisation as in the 
form attached as Amuxure-ITI addressed to Bank of 
India, Tokyo for opening an irrevocable I.cl ter of 
Credit as in the form attached at Annexure-lV (for 
imports) or Anncxurc-V (for services) in favour of 
the overseas supplier concerned. Copies of the Letter 
of Authorisation will be endorsed to the OECF, the 
Embassy of India, Tokyo, the importer’s Bank in 
India, and Japan Section, Department of Economic 
Affairs, Ministry of Finance. 

V (ii) One receipt of the letter of authority, the 
Bank of T ndia, Tokyo, will establish' an irrevocable 
letter of credit as per Annexure-lV (applicable to im¬ 
ports) or V (applicable to services) in favour of the 
Overseas Suppliers concerned and will also forward a 
copy of the same to the OECF, Embassy of India, 
Tokyo, the importer’s bank of India and the CAA&A. 
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The above procedure of opening of letters of credit 
on the basis of the letters of authority from CAA&A 
would ipso facto apply to all such amendments to 
letter of authorisation [letter of credit as may become 
necessary due to contract amendment of otherwise. 

V (hi) The overseas supplier shall, after ell'ecting 
shipment of goods, present through his bankers the 
documents specified in the letter of credit to the 
Bank of India, Tokyo who will release the amount 
specified in the documents to the overseas supplier 
through his bankers and will thereafter obtain reim¬ 
bursement of the said amount from the OECF. 

V (iv) Banking charges payable to the Bank of 
India, Tokoyo for opening the letter of crecit, for 
negotiations there under and charges if any of over¬ 
seas suplicrs’ bankers are to be borne by the impor- 
ters[overseas suppliers. A letter of commitment will 
be issued by the OECF on receipt of an amount equal 
to one-tenth per cent (0.1 per cent) of the contract 
value. This amount will be paid to itself from the 
loans|funds by OECF. 

The importer is required to deposit in'o the Govt, 
of India account the rupee equivalent of this letter 
of commitment charges on receipt of intimation of 
the payment from OECF or from the Controller of 
Aid Accounts, Ministry of Finance. 

A similar charge of 0.1 per cent is payable by the 
importer under the reimbursement procedure also. 
Interest charges payable to the Bank of India, Tokyo 
for the period counting from (lie date of payment of 
the cost of imports by them to the overseas suppliers 
to the date of reimbursement by the CECF and other 
banking charges of the Bank of India, Tokyo for 
opening, operation and maintenance of the letter of 
credit shall in the first instance be paid by the Ent- 
bassay of India, Tokyo and then debited to the De¬ 
partment concerned. 

V (v) Reimbursement Procedure 

Procedure for disbursement of the proceeds of the 
loan for the purchase of goods and services from 
Indian Suppliers shall be in accordance with REIM¬ 
BURSEMENT PROCEDURE attached to the loan 
agreement. 

Section Vi—- Responsibility for rupee deposit 

Vf (i) The Bank of India, Tokyo will forward the 
negotiable shipping documents to the accredited 
bankers of importer as indicated in The Appendix to 
the relevant Letter of Authority and the bankers will 
in turn ensure that the rupee deposits are invariably 
made at RBI, New Delhi or S.B.I., T : s Hazari, New 
Delhi before releasing the shipping documents. In¬ 
terest charges on the rupee equivalent of the Yen 
payments, calculated at the rale prevailing I mm f me 
to time, Ihe present rate being 12 per cent per annum 
for the first 30 days and @ IS per cent per annum 
for the period in excess thereof reckoned from the 
date of payment bv the Bonk of India, Tokyo to 
the Overseas Supplier to the dale of actual rupee 
deposit, have also to be deposited alontwilh the prin¬ 
cipal payment, in terms of Public Notice No. 31-ITC 
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(PN)|88 dated 10-8-83. It should be noted that in¬ 
terest is chargeable lor both the days i.c. the day on 
which payment is made to the Overseas Supplier and 
also the day on which rupee deposit is made in Gov¬ 
ernment Account vide Public Notice No. 74|ITC 
fPN)|74 dated 31-5-74 as modified under Public 
Notice No. 103-1TC(PN) [76 dated 12-10-76 and 
Public Notice No. 31~1TC(PN)|83 dated 10-8-83. 

The importer should made separate arrangements 
to ascertain the amounts and dates of payments made 
tu the supplier. Late or delayed receipt of shipping 
etc. documents by the importers Banker from Bank 
of India, Tokyo will not be acceptable as reason for 
waiver of partial or full amount of the interest due 
on ihe rupee deposits. 

The exchange rats to be adopted for computing 
the rupees equivalent of the Yen payments made to 
the overseas suppliers will be the composite rate of 
exchange applicable to the date of payment which 
will be worked out in accordance with the method 
prescribed in Public Notice No. 109-lTC!- (PN)|74 
dated 3-8-1974 and 8-lTC(PN)|76 dated 17-1-1976 
or as may be notified by the Government from time 
to time tnrough Public Notices of the CCI&E or 
through Exchange Control Circulais of the Reserve 
Bank of India. 

Any charge in this regard will be notified as and 
when necessary. It will be the responsibility of the 
Indian Bank concerned to ensure that the amount 
due are correctly deposited into Government account 
before the import documents are handed over to the 
importers. The importers should also ensure that 
the amounts due are correctly deposited into Gov¬ 
ernment account before taking delivery of the docu¬ 
ments from their Bankers. U is the responsibility of 
the importer to ensure that the amount due are cor¬ 
rectly deposited into the Government accounts promp¬ 
tly even when they obtain delivery of the goods 
from the customs authorities without original ship¬ 
ping documents under exceptional circumstances. In 
case the importers fail to deposit the amounts due 
to Government before taking delivery of the goods, 
the issue of further LAS to him may be stopped and 
the matter reported to the CCI&E so that no further 
import licence is issued to such an imporlcr.

VI (ii) The amount referred to above should be 
deposited in cash to the credit of the Government 
either in the Reserve Bank of India, New Delhi ind¬ 
enting Code No. 5130000009 on the right hand cor¬ 
ner of the challan or State Bank of India, Tis Hazari, 
Delhi as contemplated in Public Notices issued from 
time to time in this regard. 

VI (iii) The concerned Bank in India shall also 
furnish such additional deposit in. the same manner 
stipulated above as may be requested by the Govern¬ 
ment of India, Ministry of Finance, department of 
Economic Affairs, on account of service charges 
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within seven days after such a demand is made by 
Ministry of Finance (Department of Economic 
Affairs) while filling in the various columns in the 
eballan it should be ensured by the importers|their 
jankers that the informaion prescribed in para 2 of 
Public Noice No. 132-ITC(PN)|7i dated 5-10-1971 
is invariably indicated in the column “full particulars 
of remittances and authority (if any) ’ of the challan. 
The fi llowing particulars should invariable be fur¬ 
nished in the treasury challans 

(a) Ministry of Finance letter of authority No. 

and date. 

(b) Amount of Yen currency in respect of which 

deposits are to be made together with rate 
of conversion adopted. 

(c) Date of payment to the overseas supplier. 

Thereafter the Treasury Challans evidencing the 
rupee deposit should be sent by registered post to 
the CAA&A indicating reference to the letter of 
authorisation Issued by him and also enclosing 
copies of the invoice and shipping documents. 

Note :—-Importer’s Bank in India should ensure 
that the rupee deposits are invariably made within 
10 days of the receipt of the advice of payments and 
negotiable sbipping documents from the Bank of 
India, Tokvo and that the CAA&A Ministry of Fin¬ 
ance (DEA). New Delhi is kept informed of the fact 
immediately thereafter. 

VI (iv) The concerned bank in India should also 
endorse the amount of rupee deposits on the exchan¬ 
ge control copy of the licence and send the requisite 
“S” Form to the Reserve Bank of India, Bombay, 

Section VIII—Miscellaneous Provisions 
VIII (i) Reports on utilisation of the import licence. 

The importer should send a monthly report, after 
the letter of credh Vs been opened regarding ship¬ 
ments and payments made there against and about 
the balance left, to the Controller of Aid Accounts 
Audit. UCO bank buildintr. Parliament Street, New 
Delhi. 

VTII (ii) Notifying Suppliers of Snecial Conditions 

The licences should aporise the supplier of any 
special provisions in the import licence which may 
affect the suppliers in carrying out the transaction. 

VIII (iii) Disputes 

Tt should be understood that the Government of 
Tndia will not imd"i hkc in'' responsibility for dis¬ 
putes, if any, that may arise between the licencee and 
the suppliers. The conditions to be fulfilled bv the 
supplier before payment bv the Bank of India, Tokvo | 
must be clearly spelt out by the importer in Annex- 
ure-II under “Terms of Payment”, Provisions deal¬ 
ing with settlement of disputes should be included in 
the conditions of contract. 

VITT (iv) Future Instructions 

The licencee shall promptly comply with anv di¬
